That every parent, guardian, I 
I or other person in-lhe State of' 
I Kentucky, having, control of any 
j child or children between the 
I ages of seven and fourteen years 
shall be required to send such 1 
child or children, annualiy, at 
least eight weeks of which at¬ 
tendance shall be consecutive, to 
ssme public or private, day or 
night school for children Pro¬ 
vided, however. That this act 
shall not apply in any case 
where the child has been or is 
being taught at home in such 
branches as are taught in public 
schools for a like period of time 
aud subject to I he'same examina 
tiohs as other pupils of the dis¬ 
trict or city iu which the child 
resides, or whose physical or 
mental condition renders his or 
her attendance impracticable, or 
who is excused b 7 the trustees 
of the district or board of educa¬ 
tion 'of‘the city in which the 
parent, guardian, or person hav¬ 
ing control was uot able, by 
reason of poverty to clothe such 
child or that he or she has al¬ 
ready acquired the ordinary 
branches-required by law or that 
there is no while school, iu the 
case of white children, or colored 
school, in the case of colored 
children, taught within two miles 
by the nearest traveled road.
